HILLSBORO  RESCUE  SQUAD 

1969  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  purchase  of  emergency  and  training  equipment 
during  1969,  has  increased  the  Rescue  Squad's  potential  for 
service  and  knowledge  in  the  future. 

A  boat,  trailer  and  related  equipment  has  expanded 
the  Squad's  service  area  while  a  resuscitator,  cot  and  walkie- 
talkie  set  have  increased  its  ability  to  handle  more  than  one 
emergency  at  a  time. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  purchases  are  those  for 
training  purposes,  made  possible  by  the  David  A.  Sterling 
Memorial  Fund.  Namely,  Resusci-Anne,  an  "almost  human'* 
life  size  doll  used  to  teach  mouth-to-mouth  resuscitation 
and  external  heart  massage.  Resusci-Anne  is  used  by  in- 
structors throughout  the  world  to  teach  these  important 
life  saving  techniques.  Not  only  will  the  Squad  benefit  from 
Anne  but  townspeople  as  well  in  first  aid  courses.  For  ex- 
ample, the  Squad  is  currently  sponsoring  a  weekly  Red 
Cross  standard  first  aid  course  to  be  followed  by  an  ad- 
vanced course. 

Training  once  again  was  an  important  factor  for  the 
Rescue  Squad  in  1969.  Four  members  attended  an  advanced 
course  at  Hanover  this  year.  Sponsored  by  Dartmouth  Medi- 
cal School,  the  course  stressed  many  phases  of  advanced 
emergency  first  aid. 

Once  again  the  Squad  reminds  area  residents  that  it 
is  equipped  to  handle  emergency  calls  only.  Routine  ambu- 
lance calls  are  capably  handled  by  existing  ambulance 
services  in  the  area.  However,  if  you  have  an  emergency, 
dial  464-312  and  the  squad  will  respond  immediately.  Sixty- 
one  calls  were  answered  in  1969,  more  than  double  the  30 
calls  handled  during  1968.  Thanks  to  contributions  received, 
the  Squad  has  been  able  to  obtain  the  equipment  and  training 
needed  to  handle  the  increase.

PARK   BOARD   REPORT 
Fiscal  Year  Ended  December  31,  1969 

After  a  particularly  rough  winter,  Spring  1969  began 
with  a  number  of  major  repair  and  clean-up  jobs:  the 
remnants  of  the  collapsed  Manahan  shelter  were  removed; 
a  Hillsboro  Lions  Club  work  team  reconditioned  buildings 
at  Manahan  and  Beard's  Brook,  and  cleared  away  fallen 
trees. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Robert  C.  Bennett  a  new  raft 
was  built  by  Park  Board  members.  Seventy  percent  of  the 
material  was  financed  by  a  Sylvania  donation. 

The  flagpole  at  Manahan  was  repaired  with  the  help 
of  Sylvania  and  Wyman's  Chevrolet  and  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad. 

A  boat  and  safety  accessories  for  the  lifeguards  were 
purchased,  and  signs  were  put-up  at  Beard's  Brook  and 
Manahan. 

Initial  steps  were  taken  to  restore  the  tennis  court  at 
Grimes  Field.  Also  a  new  net  was  put  up. 

The  cooperation  of  many  of  the  Town  residents  who 
freely  gave  their  time  and  labor  to  help  the  Park  Board 
was  very  gratifying. 

Boys  of  Troop  73  B.S.A.  planted  pine  trees  at  the 
entrance  of  Manahan  to  improve  the  general  appearance 
near  the  gravel  pit. 

The  Park  Board  feels  that  the  lifeguards  were  very 
efficient  and  that  they  conducted  a  worthwhile  swimming 
and  junior  life-saving  program. 

Vandalism  was  not  too  bad.  The  Men's  changing  room 
at  Beard's  Brook  has  been  damaged  by  rock  throwing  and 
will  have  to  be  repaired  in  1970. 

PLANS  FOR  1970 

Assuming  that  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  similar 
amount  as  in  1969,  the  Park  Board  estimates  that  about 
seventy  percent  of  the  appropriation  will  be  needed  for 
wages  as  follows:  $2,000.  -  Lifeguards  and  Instruction,  $675.- 
Bus  Service,  $675.  -  Grass  Cutting  and  Rubbish  Removal. 
This,  of  course,  will  not  leave  much  for  major  improvements 
such  as  renovating  the  changing  rooms  at  Manahan  or  the 
tennis  court  at  Grimes  Field. 

Revenues  from  the  sale  of  Season  and  Daily  Admission 
tickets  at  Manahan  have  declined  considerably  during  the 
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past  five  years.  The  Park  Board  has  decided  to  eliminate 
the  job  of  Caretaker  and  Gatekeeper  at  Manahan.  Town 
residents  will  be  admitted  FREE  OF  CHARGE  to  the  Park. 

The  Park  Board  will  endeavor  to  obtain  adequate 
personnel  for  another  good  Swimming  and  Junior  Life  Sav- 
ing Program.  NO  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  Bus 
Service  will  be  charged. 

With  the  help  of  the  Hillsboro  Police  Department,  the 
Park  Board  hopes  to  minimize  vandalism  and  rubbish  dis- 
posal at  the  four  areas  of  its  responsibility  i.e.  Beard's 
Brook,  Butler  Park,  Grimes  Field,  and  Manahan  Park.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Two  items  of  business  were  the  chief  concern  of  the 
Planning  Board  during  1969:  (1)  administration  of  the  Sub- 
division Regulation  and  (2)  the  contemplated,  eventual 
Route  9  and  202  by-pass  of  the  town  of  Hillsboro. 

Applications  to  subdivide  continued  at  a  high  level. 
During  the  year  the  Board  processed  a  total  of  fifteen  new 
applications.  Eight  of  these  were  small  two  or  three-unit 
projects  involving  no  more  than  routine  approval.  The 
balance  were  more  complex  plans  designed  for  from  five 
to  thirty  plots  and  posing  problems  that  sometimes  necessi- 
tated several  meetings  to  resolve.  There  presently  appears 
to  be  some  slackening  in  the  flow  of  applications  but  the 
number  and  scope  of  applications  during  this  past  year 
indicate  that,  given  the  proper  economic  environment,  con- 
siderable real  estate  development  could  materialize  in  this 
town  in  the  near  future. 

The  constantly  increasing  volume  of  traffic  through  the 
Square  has  been  a  matter  of  considerable  concern  to  the 
Board  for  several  years.  A  by-pass  of  the  Town  is  in  the 
works  as  part  of  the  Route  9  and  202  relocation  project.  This 
is  the  only  foreseeable  solution  to  the  increasing  traffic 
congestion  in  the  Square  but  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment, while  recognizing  Hillsboro's  need,  has  as  yet  set  no 
target  date  and  talked  only  vaguely  in  terms  of  ten  years 
after  completing  relocation  of  the  Henniker-Hillsboro  sec- 
tion. A  study  by  the  Board  indicates  that  if  the  traffic 
continues  to  increase  at  current  rates,  it  may  well  reach 
such  proportions  as  to  seriously  damage  the  commercial 
life  of  the  Town  long  before  these  ten  years  are  up.  In  con- 
sequence, the  Board  through  talks  with  individuals  and 
groups  has  made  some  preliminary  attempts  to  bring  the 
problem  to  public  attention  and  concurrently,  working  with 
the  Selectmen,  has  sought  -  so  far  in  vain  -  to  sit  with 
representatives  of  the  Highway  Department  in  an  effort  to 
secure  some   reasonably   satisfactory   commitment. 
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Because  soil  structure  is  a  critical  factor  in  evaluating 
real  estate  development  and  construction,  especially  in  the 
consideration  of  effective  waste  disposal,  the  Board  has 
applied  to  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  for  a  mapping  of 
Hillsboro  soil  types.  The  Service  is  currently  engaged  in  a 
four-year  Federal  project  of  mapping  soil  types  in  all  of 
Hillsborough  County,  but  because  this  Board  has  felt  the 
need  of  such  a  map,  especially  in  its  subdivision  work,  it 
has  asked  for  an  early  mapping  of  this  Town  on  a  high 
priority  basis. 

The  Board  held  its  annual  joint  meeting  with  the  Deer- 
ing  Board,  a  meeting  which  produced  the  proposal  to  redefine 
the  town  boundary  which  appears  in  the  current  Warrant. 

The  Board  would  like  to  here  recognize  the  valued 
services  of  three  members  who  for  various  personal  reasons 
resigned  from  the  Board  this  year  after  accumulating  be- 
tween them  a  total  of  twenty-six  years  of  service  to  the 
Town:  Dr.  Mildied  Chamberlin,  who  served  from  1959  to 
1969;  Mrs.  Georgianna  Gile,  who  served  from  1960  to  1969; 
and  Douglas  Hatfield,  who  served  from  1963  to  1970,  six  of 
those  years  as  Chairman  of  the  Board.

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CONSERVATION   COMMISSION    REPORT 

Twelve  meetings  were  held  by  the  Commission  itself. 
In  addition,  there  was  a  meeting  with  the  Planning  Board 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  several  more  meetings  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Planning  Board  (looking  towards  a  final 
review  and  recommendations  in  the  coming  year),  and 
several  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Information 
on  waste  disposal  systems,  a  Report  on  the  State's  water 
supply,  and  resource  planning  were  supplied  to  them; 
recreational  resource  material  went  to  the  Park  Board.  An 
Open  Meeting  with  two  films  on  planning  followed  a  Go-See 
Tour  of  the  Town  in  November.  Stimulating  and  helpful 
observations  by  participants  were  appreciated  by  the  Com- 
mission, especially  since  a  publicized  questionnaire  on  what 
people  want  in  Hillsboro  had  yielded  few  returns. 

The  Chairman  was  invited  to  talk  with  the  newly -formed 
Weare  and  Deering  Conservation  Commissions;  a  slide  talk 
on  "Changing  Hillsboro"  was  given  to  the  Antrim  Grange 
and  to  the  Hillsboro  Bird  and  Garden  Club  (the  latter  club 
participating  in  tree-planting  and  anti-litter  projects).  Con- 
ferences with  "Open  Space  Planners,  Inc."  in  Massachusetts, 
the  State  Tax  Commission,  State  Planning  Division,  the  So- 
ciety for  The  Protection  of  N.H.  Forests,  and  the  U.S.  Soil 
Conservation  Service  have  been  helpful;  also  helpful  was 
attendance  at  the  Annual  State  Meeting  of  Conservation 
Commissions,  where  mutual  problems  were  outlined  and 
discussed. 

An  inventory  on  the  physical  features  of  Hillsboro  was 
provided  to  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service,  on  request. 
Twelve  articles  (some  illustrated)  were  prepared  for  the 
MESSENGER  including  an  illustrated  feature  article  on 
"Old  Trees  in  Hillsboro"  for  its  Centennial  Edition;  school 
children's  themes  on  conservation  were  publicized,  as  well. 

To  commemorate  Arbor  Day,  the  Commission  publicized 
the  opportunity  to  secure  trees  and  bushes  from  the  State 
Nursery  at  little  or  no  cost,  and  then,  on  request,  ordered 
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and  delivered  the  following:  red  pines  for  the  Park  Board, 
planted  at  the  Manahan  Park  entrance  by  Boy  Scout  Troop 
No.  73;  lilacs,  arbor  vitae,  and  white  birches,  planted  on 
School  grounds  by  students  under  supervision;  white  birches 
and  a  lilac  for  the  Community  Building;  and  lilacs  for  Butler 
Park,  planted  by  the  Bird  and  Garden  Club. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  large  sign  made  and  install- 
ed by  the  Commission  at  Manahan  Park  was  smashed  down; 
at  Gleason  Falls,  that  lovely  sign  was  stolen  and  rocks  were 
defaced  with  paint.  Boy  Scout  Troop  No.  73  cleaned  up  the 
area  to  spark  an  anti-litter  campaign.  A  nature  walk  for  the 
public  was  led  by  the  Commission  Chairman  to  signalize  the 
clearing  of  the  nature  trail  at  Manahan  Park  (the  latter, 
thanks  to  supervised  help  paid  for  by  William  A.  Manahan). 

A  new  list  of  free  films  on  conservation  subjects  was 
distributed  to  teachers  as  well  as  many  other  teaching  aids. 
The  following  exhibits  were  prepared  and  circulated  around 
Lower  School  classrooms:  "Winter  Birds",  "Animal  Tracks", 
"Wildflowers",  "Insects",  "Birds  in  Winter",  "Astronomy", 
three  electric  games,  and  Arbor  Day  posters.  A  bird  house 
building  contest  produced  one  for  Butler  Park  and  several 
for  the  School's  natural  area,  as  well  as  those  to  take  home. 
The  Spaulding-Potter  Charitable  Trusts  selected  Hillsboro 
for  a  film  project  featui'ing  our  conservation  concerns.  With 
the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  teachers,  and  parents, 
arrangements  were  made  to  film  the  use  of  the  school 
grounds  as  an  outdoor  laboratory,  but  bad  weather  cancelled 
several  attempts. 

A  review  was  made  with  the  Davis  and  Symonds 
Lumber  Company  of  their  holdings  in  Hillsboro,  followed 
by  a  discussion  on  where  developments  should  and  should 
not  take  place  -  based  on  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
Map.  The  Commission  made  several  investigations  into  back 
land  -  especially  along  Beard,  Sand,  and  Shedd  Brooks, 
Easement  procedures  were  discused  with  owners  of  abutting 
properties.  Several  large  land  owners  were  approached  on 
the  question  of  future  use,  as  well  as  many  people  know- 
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ledgeable  about  ownerships,  who  kindly  helped  to  fill  in  the 
Commission's  large  ownership  map. 

In  1969  the  Town  joined  with  the  Spaulding-Potter 
Charitable  Trusts  to  establish  the  Hillsboro  Conservation 
Fund,  the  Town  voting  $1,000  to  match  $500  offered  by  the 
Trusts  contingent  upon  such  a  vote  by  the  Town.  At  the 
same  time,  an  anonymous  donor  offered  $500  based  on  the 
same  contingency.  So  the  Conservation  Fund  now  stands 
at  $2,000.  Efforts  by  the  Commission  in  1969  to  acquire 
scenic  and  historic  areas  for  the  Town  were  initiated  and 
are  still  pending. 

Additions  to  the  Conservation  Fund  are  urgently  needed 
if  the  Town  is  to  be  in  a  position  to  act  promptly  and  effec- 
tively as  future  opportunities  for  acquisition  develop.  The 
present  $2,000  can  be  more  than  doubled  at  the  coming  Town 
Meeting  if  the  Town  will  vote  $2,000  to  match  $1,000  now 
offered  by  the  Spaulding-Potter  Charitable  Trusts  on  the 
same  contingency  basis.  The  Commission  is  accordingly 
entering  an  article  in  the  1970  Warrant  asking  that  the  Town 
add  $2,000  to  the  Conservation  Fund,  stressing  as  it  does  so 
the  regulations  governing  the  Spaulding-Potter  Funds  by 
which  not  more  than  $2,000  can  be  allocated  by  them  to  any 
one  Town  in  the  three  year  period  and  no  funds  for  any 
purpose  can  be  allocated  after  1971.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused  most 
of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier 
if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the 
kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  tliese  laws  follow: 

FIRE  PERMIT 

A  FIRE  PERMIT  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or 
near  woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an 
incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  bui'ning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
PRIOR  TO  9:00  A.M.  AND  AFTER  5:00  P.M. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief 
and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission 
of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if 
in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required 
in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been 
built  for  this  purpose. 

PENALTIES 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00 
fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly 
that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00 
or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire 
before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)   above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland 
maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  tov^m  free  from  smokes  in  1970.
